Plays Into Hands of Factions. 

The administration’s changed tac- 
tics, seemingly designed to remove 
the impression that President 
Roosevelt dictated all legislation at 
the last Congress, apparently has 
played into the hands of the fac- 
tions, some diametrically opposed 
to each other, which are joining 
forces against the administration. 

The World Court vote revealed 
that Father Coughlin, the radio 
priest, and William Jandolph 
Hearst, the publisher, have ways of 
appealing both to the voters and to 
Senators. The vote on the McCar- 
ran amendment showed that the 
American Federation of Labor can 
operate a lobby both in Washing- 
ton and from the local unions. 
House members who themselves op- 
pose the veterans’ bonus say that 
the veterans’ lobby will put over 
the bonus by a huge majority in 
the lower House. Southern Sena- 
tors and Representatives are al- 
ready carving the administration’s 
economic security plan to suit their 
own ideas because they are fear- 
ful that the Negroes will get more 
from the Government than from 
private employers. 

The situations generally differ in 
the Senate and the House but in 
both the Roosevelt administration 
has been unfortunate in _ its 
leaders. It has been said that the 
test of a good leader in the Senate 
or House is the ability to hold one’s 
own forces in line and to “go across 
the aisle” for needed votes.

These two, the first Democrats 
ever elected to the board, were 
chosen in 1932 to fill vacancies. 

After the Legislature voted to 
submit the amendment the Demo- 
crates obtained a majority of the 
board’s members. It has been ar- 
gued that election by wards would 
be likely to result in minority party 
representation in the board, where- 
as election at large tended to give 
the majority party all the alder- 
manic places. The Board of Alder- 
men last Wednesday passed an or- 
dinance calling for election of its 
members by wards, in the belief 
the Supreme Court would rule in 
favor of that plan. 


240,000 HOLC BORROWERS 
IN DEFAULT, SAYS CHAIRMAN 


$2,000,000 Advanced in Chicago to 
Prevent Forced Tax Sales of 
Property. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26. — Of 
the 800,000 distressed home owners 
who received HOLC loans in the 
last 15 months, 240,000 have default- 
ed on principal or interest, it was 
learned yesterday. 

Chairman John Fahey of HOLC 
told the House Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee that, although 
132,000 defaulters are delinquent 
more than 90 days, the agency has 
begun foreclosure proceedings in 
only 60 flagrant cases and taken 
title to but one home. 

The Government is hoping a 
spring revival will put interest 
money in the pockets of defaulters, 
Fahey said. Local governments, 
however, have threatened to take 
title to Federally mortgaged homes 
delinquerm’ on taxes. 

In Chicago alone, Fahey said the 
HOLES had been forced to advance 
home owners $2,000,000 for tax pay- 
ments to avert forced sales’ that 
would have wiped out the HOLC

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GRACE DEPLORES 
VETERANS CALL 
FOR THEIR BONUS 


President of Bethlehem 
Steel at Munitions Hear- 
ing Calls Situation “‘Un- 


fortunate.” 


DENIES QUIBBLING 
ABOUT PROFITS 


His Salary and Bonuses in 
1917 and 1918 Totaled 
$2,798,000 on Which He 
Paid $1,810,000 Tax.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26. — War 
veterans’ demands for payment of 
the soldiers’ bonus were deplored 
today by Eugene G. Grace, presi- 
dent of the Bethlehem Steel Corpo- 
ration, in testimony before the Sen- 
ate Munitions Committee. 

“Tt is unfortunate to have a de- 
mand by organized forces for the 
bonus,” he declared. “It is unfor- 
tunate to have such a situation.” 

Chairman Nye of the committee 
quoted Frank Belgrano, National 
Commander of the American Le- 
gion, as saying the demand for the 
bonus developed when the veterans 
Jjearned of profits and wages pre- 
vailing in industry in wartime. 

“Would Leave Bad Taste.” 

“He is in a position to know,” 
Grace said. “I had never thought 
of it in that connection.” 

He agreed with Nye that such a 
situation would “leave a bad taste” 
among veterans required in the 
army to accept $1 a day. 

“Tl think we are in agreement,” 
Grace said, “war should not be a 
vehicle for unconscionable profits.” 

Just previously Grace had testi- 
fied his salary and bonuses in 1917 
and 1918 amounted to $2,798,000, of 
which $2,755,000 was taxable. He 
said he paid $1,810,000 in taxes. 
Yesterday he testified he had re- 
ceived $12,000,000 in bonuses in 18 
years. 

Challenges Quibbling Charge. 

Grace also challenged a declara- 
tion by Senator Bone (Dem.), 
Washington, that the Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation “quibbled over 
profits’ on World War ship con- 
struction while the country “des- 
perately” needed ships. 

“Why should the Bethlehem quib- 
ble with the Government over pro- 
fits on ships in time of war?” Bone 
demanded. “Isn’t the answer found 
in evidence that Bethlehem’s pro- 
fits went up enormously during the 
war?” 

Grace declined to comment on 
the statements read by Bone except 
to declare the Bethlehem side of 
the case had been preesented in its 
briefs. 

Grace sat scrowling while Bone 
read from a brief in a suit brought 
by the United States Shipping 
Board against the company 
charging it with having “perpet- 
rated a gross fraud” against the 
Government. 

Makes General Denial. 

“Isn't that strong language?” 
Bone asked on completing it. “Have 
you any comment on it?” “Very 
strong, very unfair,” Grace assert- 
ed. “There will be nothing to sub- 
stantiate them when the case is 
settled.” He added a moment 
later; “We don’t accept any as 
being true.” 

Swinging into the committee’s 
search for a curb on war profits, 
Senator Nye declared there should 
be a limit not only on war-time 
profits, but on profits on building 
in preparation for war.

For instance, the Sen- 
ators elected in the landslide of 
1932 do not come up for re-election 
until 1938 and those elected last 
year do not face campaigns until 
1940. In neither election is loyalty 
to Roosevelt likely to be an issue. 
Democratic Senators have been ap- 
peased by patronage, but they look 
to their own machines for re-elec- 
tion. 


Four Effective Orators. 


And the Senate has four effective 
orators against many of the Roose- 
velt measures’ and practices— 
Borah on NRA, Glass on financial] 
legislation, Byrd on economy and 
Huey Long on the Administration 
in general and Farley in particular. 
The Administration has made little 
effort to answer these speakers and 
their remarks are given widespread 
publication. Glass and Byrd are 
especially strong with the conserva- 
tive element throughout the coun- 
try. 

Many controversial proposals 
have been made by the Administra- 
tion to the Seventy-fourth Congress 
in addition to the public works— 
relief appropriation. They include 
the economic security legislation, 
the two-year continuation of NRA. 
banking legislation, strict regulation 
and the eventual abolition of public 
utility holding companies, and lat- 
er transportation legislation will be 
sponsored by the President. The 
White House is opposed to bonus 
legislation, the compulsory 30-hour 
week and, presumably, silver legis- 
lation. 
There have been reports that the 
President would talk again to the 
country over the radio in an effort 
to force Congress to back up his 
program. He had signal success 
with such efforts during the Seven- 
ty-third Congress, but at that time 
the country undoubtedly was with 
him. He has gained the reputation 
of being one of the smartest politi- 
cal strategists ever to sit in the 
White House. The present situa- 
tion seems to offer an opportunity 
to test his ability.

Senator McCarran (Dem.), Nevada, 
and heads of seven international 
unions. 

Green said that McCarran had 
been asked to discuss with the un- 
ion leaders the legislative status of 
the bill which now is in the Senate 
Appropriations Committee. 

“We are going to stand firm both 
for the amendment and for the en- 
tire bill,” Green said. “We are ac- 
quainting our people with the pro- 
visions of the measure. 

Confidence that his administra- 
tion-opposed amendment ultimately 
would be enacted into law was ex- 
pressed by the Nevada Senator. 

“The amendment will be put 
through,” he predicted. “It is right 
in policy and is in line with the 
administration, which was put into 
office by labor. There will be no 
compromise.” 

Besides Green and McCarran, 
those at the conference were Frank 
Morrison, Federation secretary; Ar- 
thur O. Wharton of the Machinists’ 
Union; Gus M. Bugniazet and D. W. 
Tracy of the Electrical Workers;

Pian to Force Bill Out.

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SENATE PASSES 
SHOTGUN MOTION 
BILL; NO DEBATE 


Sponsor Says It Will Work 
No Injustice in Criminal 
Trials; Supreme Court 
Has Declared It Does. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 26. — 


The Cope-McDowell bill, restoring 
what is known as the “shotgun 
motion” for new trial in criminal 
cases, and back-tracking in virtual- 
ly the only progress toward crim- 
inal code reform in Missouri in 
many years, was passed by the 
Senate today. It will be up for ac- 
tion in the House within a few 


days. 
There was no debate on the bill, 


Senator Cope being the only speak- 
er. He talked briefly, saying little 
more than that the passage of the 


bill would not in his opinion work 
an injustice in the prosecution of 
criminal cases. 

Although the Supreme Court in 
a decision several years ago said 
that the type of motion which the 
bill would reinstate in the criminal 
practice, was “shooting in ambush 
at the trial court,” Senator Cope 
said, “there is no shooting at ran- 
dom, or from ambush about it.” 


How the Law Would Work. 


If the bill passes and is signed 
by the Governor, it will be possible 
for an attorney representing a de- 
fendant in a criminal case to file 
a motion for new trial in general 
terms, whereas now he is required 
to set out in detail and with par- 
ticularity the alleged errors on 
which he relies in the motion and 
on which he intends to rely on 
appeal of the case if the motion is 
overruled by the trial court. 

A similar bill was passed by the 
last Legislature, but was vetoed by 
Gov. Park, who was a_ Circuit 
Judge before becoming Governor, 
and who is thoroughly familiar 
with the advantages criminal de- 
fendants have under the “shotgun 
motion.”

Embezzlement Warrant Is- 
sued for R. F. Wehmuel- 
ler, Former Bookkeeper 
at First National. 


A wairant charging Roy F. Weh- 
mueller, dismissed bookkeeper for 
the First National Bank, with em- 
bezzlement of $8800 was issued to- 
day by United States Commissioner 
Burke on complaint of a national 
bank examiner. 


Wehmueller, who is 28 years old, 
lives at 5637 Park lane. District 
Attorney Blanton said he would ask 
that bond be fixed at $5000. 

Walter W. Smith, president of 
the bank, said Wehmueller had 
made a statement admitting the 
shortage, but had not explained in 
detail what became of the money. 
The bookkeeper was discharged last 
week when a shortage in his ac- 
counts was suspected. He is mar- 
ried and has one child. 

Wehmueller’s duties as bookkeep- 
er were to enter deposits and with- 
drawals in the accounts of. cus- 
tomers of the bank which fell into 
the alphabetical classification as- 
signed to him. 

The money was taken, it was 
said, by writing checks against 
some of these accounts and depos- 
iting the checks to Wehmueller’s 
credit at another bank. When the 
checks were returned to Wehmuel- 
ler, he is alleged to have destroyed 
them instead of entering them in 
the bank’s records. 

After Wehmueller’s discharge an 
investigation of his accounts was 
begun, leading to discovery of the 
shortage.

CHILEAN OFFICIALS REACH U. S. 
TO DISCUSS BOND SETTLEMENT 


Head of Commission and One Aid 
Arrive; Others Expect- 
ed Later.

NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—Dr. Er- 
nesto Barros Jr., former Chilean

The two other members of the 
commission, Luis Izquerdo, former 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, and 
Mariano Puga, who are in’ En- 
gland, are expected to join their 
colleagues here within 10 days.

Barros said, is to discuss with hold- 
ers of municipal and Government 
bonds a readjustment of the inter- 
est rate, interest to be paid out of

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BUILTIN YEAR AND HALE 


$150,000,000 Provided for 
Program but So Far Only 
124 Families Benefit. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—A year 
and a half after PWA began ad- 
ministering a $150,000,000 fund to 
provide low-rental housing for fam- 
ilies of small income, officials dis- 
closed today that 124 families have 
been housed in such projects. 

One project has been completed 
and two others are almost finished. 
All are limited dividend enterprises 
carried on by private firms with 
the aid of the PWA funds. Three 
others of this type are under con- 
struction, and a seventh has been 
approved, 

Construction has been started on 
one Federal project—Techwood, at 
Atlanta, Ga. Bids have been re- 
ceived on an  other—University, 
also at Atlanta. A total of 37 of 
these projects have been authorized, 


The PWA low cost housing came 
paign had encountered several dif- 
ficulties and has been the subject 
of controversy among writers on 
housing. 

Secretary of the Interior Ickes, 
PWA administrator, has spoken of 
the difficulty of acquiring sites and 
has attacked real estate specula- 
tors. A Louisville (Ky.) Federal 
Judge held recently that PWA 
lacked authority to condemn land. 
The PWA has asked the Supreme 
Court to rule directly on its appeal 
without waiting for action by the 
Circuit Court. 

PWA officials are preparing for 
an effort to include an expanded 
housing program in the $4,000,000,- 
000 work program, if such a plan 
meets with necessary approval.

Angelo Lodotto, 18, Says

Eighteen-year-old Angelo Lodot- 
to, under arrest for having one 
wife too many, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that his trouble is 
all the fault of his mother, Mary, 
with whom he lives at 1812% Carr 
street.

RUSSIANS AT GENEVA OFFER 
NEW ARMS CONTROL PLAN 


Would sell No Supplies Unless to 
Help Victim of Ag- 
gression. 


GENEVA, Feb. 26.—The Russian 
delegation to the arms traffic con- 
ference has proposed and amend- 


ment to the American draft for 
arms control whereby signatories 
of the convention would undertake 
to sell no armament to countries in 
conflict unless it was to help a vic- 
tim of aggression. 

This prohibition would apply also 
to the transit of arms. Aggression 
and the victim of it would be de- 
termined under criteria already pro- 
posed by the League of Nations. 
America’s delegation approved 
Russia’s proposal to give the same 
control and publicity to private 
arms plants as to Government ar- 
senals. Hugh R. Wilson, head of 
the Washington delegation, said he 
would amend the American draft 
to authorize inspection committees 
to examine in each country arms 
produced by private establishments.

BILL FOR STATE MILK CONTROL 
BOARD KILLED IN HOUSE 


Called for Supervision Over M r- 
keting, With Power to “Equal- 
ize” Prices.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 26.— 
The House Committee on Agricul- 


'ture last night killed a bill which 
would have created a State Milk 
Control Board to exerices general 
supervision over the marketing of 
milk in Missouri and with power to 
“equalize” prices in any marketing 
area. The board would have been 
composed of the president of the 
Missouri State School of Agricul- 
ture, one representative of produc- 
ers and one representative of dis- 
tributers. 

Several members of the commit- 
tee expressed the opinion that the 
measure gave the proposed board 
too much power in revoking dis- 
tributers’ licenses, which, under the 
bill, would have cost $3 a year. 

The action of the committee fol- 
lowed a hearing at which Prof. Jo- 
seph M. Klamon of Washington 
University, St. Louis, urged that 
the proposed board be enlarged to 
include at least two representatives 
of consumers. He also said he was 
opposed to any attempt to fix prices, 
pointing out that this would be 
violation of the State anti-trust 
laws. 

E. W. Tiedeman of Belleville, Il.

The board 
could, if it deemed necessary, con- 
tinue the registration on the follow- 
ing day, Wednesday, and on the 
next Saturday. 
Regular Monthly Meetings. 

Preceding this registration, how- 
ever, the board would be empow- 
ered to hold regular monthly meet- 
ing on the first Friday of every 
month, beginning immediately after 
the passage of this act, for the pur- 
pose of receiving names for per- 
manent registration. The last of 
such regular monthly meetings 
would be held 60 days prior to the 
general election. 

The general registration immedi- 
ately preceding the election would 
be held in every precinct, but the 
regular monthly meetings of the 
board would be held at a place des- 
ignated by the board, probably in 
Clayton. 

Every person registering would 
be required to sign a card and such 
cards would be delivered to each 
of the precincts on election days. 
If any dispute arose as to the iden- 
tity of any voter, the election judges 
could require him to sign his name 
and compare it with the signature 
on the card. It would then be up 
ito the judges to determine the vot- 
er’s identity. 

Duplicate Ledger Records. 

The Election Board would be re- 
quired to keep duplicate ledger rec- 
ords, one the office copy and the 
other to be sealed and used in each 
precinct only on election days. At 
the close of election the records 
would be sealed again and placed 
in safekeeping. 

After the permanent registration 
is in effect, the board would hold 
regular meetings three davs a week 
to permit anyone not registered or 
one who has disqualified himself by 
failing to vote at any election dur- 
ing the two-year period, to register. 
Change of residence from one pre- 
cinct to another or within a pre- 
cinct could be indicated to the 
board in writing through tKe mails, 
but would have to be done ‘at least 
eight days prior to any election. 

Penalty on conviction of imper- 
sonating a voter is made a felony 
with a sentence of not more than 
five years in the penitentiary, or a 
fine of not less than $100 or more 
than $1000, or both. 

The board would be empowered 
to have election judges make a can- 
vass to check the registration books.

punishable by a fine of $50. The 
board also would revise the books 
by checking them with the vital 
statistics of the county. 

The bill was backed by the St, 
Louis County League of Munici- 
palities.

SAYS INDUSTRY SniRKS 
SOCIAL RESPONSIBILITY

The Rev. William F. Mullally 
Speaks at Catholic 
Conference,

Industry in failing to assume its 
social responsibilities has been 
largely responsible for the concen- 
tration of wealth resulting in the 
present economic situation, the 
Rev. William F. Mullally, vice-chair- 
man of the Consumers’ Council of 
St. Louis, said today in answering 
the attack of George Curran en the 
Consumers’ Advisory Board of 
NRA. 

Father Mullally spoke at today’s 
session of the Catnolic Conference 
on Industrial Needs, meeting at 
Hotel Statler. Curran, legal advis- 
er of the divisional code authority 
for the retail fuel industry in this 
district, characterized the advisory 
board last night as the “proverbial 
monkey wrench in the machinery” 
of the efforts of the fuel industry 
to correct evils of below-cost price- 


cutting. 
The conference, attended by cler- 
gymen, educators, students and 


representatives of capital and labor, 
will close tonight with a dinner. 


Tells of Council’s Work. 


Father Mullally outlined the ac- 
tivities of the Consumers’ Council, 
local agency of the National Ad- 
visory Board, since its organization 
Jjast spring. Referring to the price 
schedule promulgated by the Re- 
gional Code Authority under an 
emergency last May 20, he said the 
council had been instrumental in 
obtaining an annulment of the 
emergency declaration and a new 
public hearing. Asa result, he said, 
a somewhat lower price schedule 
was adopted and consumers were 
protected against arbitrary action 
by industry. 

Conceding the existence of an 
emergency, Father Mullally said it 
differed from emergencies in other 
industries in that there was no mo- 
nopolistic price-cutting by the larv- 
er companies. The emergency, he 
said, seemed to have meen created 
by “thousands” of small coal deai- 
ers entering the industry without 
sufficient capital. 

“Industry alone can never.be in- 
trusted with the recovery program,” 
he said in reply to Curran. “In- 
dustry in the past has not had vi- 
sion and has not assumed its social 
responsibilities. 

“Labor has had to fight every 
inch of the way to get industry 
away from the philosophy. of lais- 
sez-faire, and the consumer prob- 
ably will be compelled to do the 
same. Unless compelled to do so, 
industry has never given evidence 
of being interested in any objective 
other than the profit motive.

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TRIAL OF EX-CASHIER 
ENTERS THIRD WEEK 


Bank Customer Admits Agree- 
ment on Stock Deals 
Was ‘“‘Very Loose.” 


The trial of Henry Giessenbier, 
former cashier of the _ closed 
Scruggs, Vandervoort & Barney 


Bank, charged with misapplication 
of $19,700 of its funds, entered the 
third week today before a 13-man 
jury in Federal Judge Davis’ court. 

George G. Bauer, secretary of the 
Oliver Cadillac Co., was again a 
witness for the Government. His 


testimony yesterday related to a 
check, drawn on his account, for 
$3841, which he said was unauthor- 
ized, and a debit of $6345 against his 
account for stock he said was pur- 
chased without authority. 

Under cross-examination today, 
Bauer said that he and Giessenbier 
had a “very loose agreement” relat- 
ing to stock purchases the bank 
cashier made in his behalf and that 
Giessenbier “might well have _ be- 
lieved that he did have authority 
to buy the stock.” -Giessenbier 
bought a great many stocks for 
Bauer without his knowledge, the 
witness said, adding that he had 
once registered “a little complaint” 
about that, telling Giessenbier he 
“eould not carry that much stuff.” 

Bauer testified he signed a blank 
check and gave it to Giessenbier 
in 1931, anticipating that the cashier 
would fill it out for about $35 to 
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make a payment on a loan Bauer 
had with the Reserve Discount Co.., 
of which Giessenbier was president. 

In November of 1931, Bauer tes- 
tified, he learned that his account 
had been debited $6345 for the pur- 
chase of 300 shares of copper min- 
ing stock. There was only $199 in 
his account at the time, he said, so 
that an overdraft of $6145 was cre- 
ated. Bauer said he telephoned to 
'c. J. Prince, vice-president of the 
bank, to protest against the han- 
dling of his account, and Prince 
arranged for a Sunday morning 
conference with Giessenbier. 

At the conference, Prince testi- 
fied, Giessenbier insisted that the 
transactions about which Bauer 
complained were proper. Giessen- 
bier told Bauer, Prince said, that 
the $3841 check went to pay Bauer's 
indebtedness to the Reserve Dis- 
count Co. The cashier maintained, 
although Bauer denied it, that 
Bauer had instructed him to pur- 
chase the mining stock. Subse- 
quently, Prince added, the mining 
stock was scld by the bank, and 
the proceeds were not credited to 
Bauer’s account. What adjustment 
was made in Bauer’s account as a 
result of the mining stock trans- 
action was not developed in the 
testimony,

Offered as Substitute. 

The resolution was introduced as 
a substitute for Gov. Park’s origin- 
al plan to rush a $6,000,000 relief 
appropriation bill through the Leg- 
islature by Friday. The $6,000,000 
bill was introduced in the House 
yesterday at the Governor’s re- 
quest, but developments indicated 
it would encounter considerable 
opposition, based on objections of 
some of the members to passing 
appropriation acts before provision 
was made for revenue to pay them. 
This opposition forecast delays 
that might block the plan for quick 
enactment. 

A hasty conference with several 
House leaders was called by the 
Governor late yesterday afternoon, 
and an agreement made to substi- 
tute the re&olution for the ap- 
propriation bill, in an effort to com- 
ply with Federal demands. The ap- 
propriation bill will remain on the 
House calendar for the present. 

Administration and legislative 
leaders have no assurance the Fed- 
eral relief authorities will accept 
the resolution in lieu of immediate 
passage of an appropriation, but 
hoped that they will do so. The 
same procedure was followed in the 
1933-1934 special session, pending 
passage of an appropriation, when 


cut off relief unless the State 
made provision to pay its share. 


Appropriation Balked. 

Opposition in the House to quick 
passage of the appropriation bill 
was forecast yesterday after Rep- 
resentative John D. Taylor of Char- 
iton County, chairman of the House 
Appropriation Committee, who in- 
troduced the bill on behalf of the 
committee at Gov, Park’s request, 
urged the House not to pass an ap- 
propriation until revenue to pay it 
was provided. 

Taylor said the committee took 
the position it could not refuse the 
Governor’s request that the bill be 
introduced, but felt that no appro- 
priation act should be passed until 
money was available. Taylor con- 
demned FERA authorities for the 
ultimatum given Missouri, asserting 
| several other states which falled to 
_contribute a part of relief costs had 
/not been cut off from Federal re- 
lief funds. 
| “I for one do not appreciate 
threats coming from any branch of 
the Government to another 
| branch,’ Taylor said.

Pipe Line Head Says He 
Was Notified Not to 
Tread on Toes of Stand- 
ard Oil. 


Frank P. Parish, president of the 
Missouri-Kansas Pipe Line Co., re- 
peated to the Gas Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen yesterday testi- 
mony he had previously given be- 
fore a court in Wilmington, Del., 
that his company had been kept 
out of the St. Louis natural gas 
market by the warning that to en- 
ter it would be to “tread on the 
toes of the Standard Oil Co.” 

The Missouri-Kansas company, 
now in receivership, formerly con- 
trolled the Panhandle-Eastern Pipe 
Line Co., which constructed a large 
natural gas pipe line from the 
Texas Panhandle to the [Illinois- 
Indiana state line, passing 68 miles 
north of St. Louis. Parish related 
how Henry L. Dougherty, head of 
the Cities Service Co., big utility 
holding company, had actively op- 
posed his pipe line project, and how 
after completion of the line all 
major markets for gas had been 
closed to it. 


Standard Controls One Line. 


The Standard Oil Co. (New Jer- 
sey) controls the Mississippi River 
Fuel Corporation, whose 450-mile 
pipe line brings to St. Louis the 
natural gas that is used by Laclede 
Gas Light Co. for mixing with 
manufactured gas to produce the 
St. Louis domestic gas supply. This 
line is not carrying gas to its full 
capacity. 

After completion of the Panhan- 
dle-Eastern pipe line, the McKnab 
Oil & Gas Co. undertook to make 
arrangements to bring gas from 
that line to St. Louis in order to 
increase the market for gas that it 
had contracted to sell to the pipe 
line at wells in Texas and Kansas. 
A McKnab representative, K. A. 
Wilson, proposed construction of a 
branch pipe line from the Panhan- 
dle-Eastern at Bowling Green, Mo., 
and the Phillips Petroleum Co. be- 
came interested in the proposition. 


Letter From Attorney. 


Parish said Standard Oil opposi- 
tion kept this from developing, and 
he produced a copy of a letter writ- 
tent by Election Commissioner 


ney for the Phillips company, to 
Wilson. The letter, 
April 2, advised Wilson that Waech- 
ter had talked with a representative 
of the Phillips company, “who in- 
formed me that the company re- 
gretted the necessity of terminating 
its interest in bringing the Panhan- 
die gas to St. Louis,” adding that 
the Phillips company “could not go 
forward, as the Standard Oil Co. 
insisted on it having nothing to 
do with it; in fact, threatened a 
price war if it persisted with its ne- 
gotiations.” 

This was typical, Parish said, of 
the attitude of large utility corpor- 
ations, which regarded St. Louis as 
“Standard Oil territory” for natu- 
ra] gas sales. 

Parish told how the Columbia 
Gas & Electric Corporation, a Mor- 
gan company, acquired a half inter- 
est in the Panhandle-Eastern pipe 
line, taking control, and he charged 
that the Columbia company has de- 
liberately kept Panhandle-Eastern 
from going into new markets. He 
asserted the purpose was to force 
Panhandle-Eastern to default on its 
first mortgage bonds, which had 
been purchased by Columbia, so 
that Columbia could foreclose on 
the property and get full owner- 
ship of it at a bargain price. 

Panhandle-Eastern has defaulted 
in its bond interest, Parish said, but 
so far foreclosure has not been 
started. Parish is one of the three 
voting trustees holding the stock of 
Panhandle-Eastern, but he asserted 
the other two are in sympathy with 
the Columbia company and hav2 
opposed his efforts to get additional 
markets for the Panhandle-Eastern. 
A market for an additional 20,000,- 
000 cubic feet of gas a day at 18 
eents per thousand cubic feet would 
enable the Panhandle-Eastern to 
meet all its charges, he said. 


Estimate on Cost. 


Parish was asked if the Panhan- 
dle-Eastern had offered gas to St. 
Louis and he said no, but he was 
trying to force its management fo 
do so. He said gas from the Pan. 
handle line should be delivered at 
the St. Louis city gate at 22 to 25 
cents a thousand cubic feet, if rates 
to users were made low enough to 
encourage consumption. 

An argument developed at the 
hearing over testimony given by 
Robert B. Brooks, former Director 
of Streets and Sewers, before the 
Chancery Court at Wilmington, 
Del., last summer in connection 
with the Missouri-Kansas Pipe Line 
Co. receivership. Parish asserted 
Brooks had informed the Court that 
the aldermanic gas committee was 
not sincere in its proposals to get 
natural gas for St. Louis. 

Members of the committee asked 
Brooks, who has been attending its 
hearings, if he had made such a 
statement. He replied that he must 
have been misunderstood; that he 
does not doubt the sincerity of the 
committee. Chairman Michael 
Scott and others asserted, with 
some emphasis, that the committee 
is in earnest. 

Brooks has at times done con- 
sulting engineering work for the 
Mississippi River Fuel Corporation.

ICKES OPPOSES 
FEDERAL PIPE LINE 


Specia! to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 26. — Sec- 
retary of the Interior Ickes, PWA 
administrator, today said no formal 
application had been received for 
a PWA allotment for a pipe line 
from the Texas Panhandle to St. 


Louis and Detroit. He said the 
PWA would not initiate surveys of 
such a line, and that he would op- 
pose its being made a Federal pro- 
ject. 

Ickes said it wouldl be possible 
to generate electricity from the gas, 
at the gas fields, and supply the 
current to rural communities, thus 
utilizing gas now being wasted. 

The plan for a pipe line from the 

Texas Panhandle to Mid-western 
cities was indorsed in a resolution 
adopted by the Public Ownership 
League of America, in session here 
yesterday. 
' The resolution was introduced by 
Luke J. Scheer, assistant to John 
W. Smith of Detroit, chairman of 
the Cities Alliance, which includes 
St. Louis, Milwaukee, Detroit, Cin- 
cinnati, Columbus and several other 
Midwestern communities. It also 
calls upon the Federal Trade Com- 
mission for a thorough investiga- 
tion of the natural gas industry and 
directs the Attorney-General to look 
into “such indicated violations of 
the Federal anti-trust laws as are 
evidenced by existing records and 
reports. 

In introducing the _ resolutions 
Scheer read from an editorial from 
the Post-Dispatch of Saturday and 
described St. Louis’ fight for nat- 
ural gas. 

“The complete collapse of anti- 
trust law enforcement in the nat- 
ural gas industry,” say the resolu- 
tion, “aggravated by inadequate 
regulatory legislation, has compell- 
ed municipalities to join in a com- 
mon defense against these defiant 
transgressors of established order.” 

Under the resolution the Public 
Ownership League will give its full 
co-operation to the Cities Alliance 
and to two other groups, the United 
States Conference of Mayors and 
the National Municipal Association, 
which are supporting the campaign 
in the Middle-west for natural gas. 

“Evidence is at hand,” the resolu- 
tion stated, “indicating the exist- 
ence of a conspiracy among the ma- 
jor natural gas interests to create 
and maintain an unlawful monopoly 
in that production, transportation 
and distribution’ of natural gas 
through unfair discrimination 
against independent producers, wan- 
ton destruction of pipe-line competi- 
tion and restriction of the use of 
natural gas at reasonable rates. 

“This conspiracy is responsible 
for an enormous waste of natural 
gas in the Texas Panhandle, devas- 
tating losses to investors in inde 
pendent enterprises in the industry, 
as well as for exorbitant gas rates 
to millions of consumers. 

“Many municipalities, including 
those owning and operating gas dis- 
tribution systems, have been unable 
to purchase supplies of natural vas 
from monopoly-controlled pipe lines, 
despite the impending bankruptcy 
for some of those pipe lines.” 


Building Trades Council Indorses 
Plan for Municipal Plant. 
The Building Trades Council, rep- 
resenting 25,000 building mechanics, 
has indorsed the _ suggestion for 
construction of a municipal gas 
plant, as a means of smoke elimina- 
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tion. 

“The gas rates cannot be re- 
duced,” the council states, “as long 
as a monopoly is granted one com- 
pany, greatly over-capitalized for 
rate-making purposes. Only 
through the use of gas furnished by 
a municipally owned plant, will 
rates be reduced to a point where 
the masses can‘ use gas in place of 
coal. The present prohibitive gas 
rates prevent consumption of gas 
for heatins,purposes. We earnestly 
urge city officials to get behind this 
move for a cleaner, healthier and 
more beautiful St. Louis.”

A Vicious Bill. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N the neighboring State of Arkansas, 
I a law in the nature of a sedition Dill 
is being pressed for passage in the Leg- 
islature. It is an unbelievably drastic at- 
tack on the civil liberties of every Amer- 
ican citizen. 

If Arkansas passes this law, there is 
danger that it will be used as a mode 
for the suppression of the rights of free 
speech and free assemblage in other 
states. 

The bill, which has already passed the 
lower house, is so drastically worded that 
under it the writings of Thomas Jeffer- 
son and Abraham Lincoln, and passages 
in the Declaration of Independence, 


END OF AN ABUSE. 

The imminence of the date for filing income tax 
returns draws attention to the fact that utility hold- 
ing companies are no longer able to collect millions 
from their operating subsidiaries for Federal income 
tax purposes and then, through consolidated returns, 
make little or no payment to the Federal Govern- 
ment. For this, the utility customers, the operating 
company investors and the country owe thanks to 
Senator Borah of Idaho, who secured an amendment 
to the 1934 Revenue Act prohibiting such practice. 

Under the old system of consolidated returns, the 
Cities Service Co., according to the Federal Trade 
Commission’s latest report, collected $11,611,601 from 
its subsidiaries between 1922 and 1930 for income 
tax purposes. Offsetting alleged losses of one set 
of subsidiaries against the profits of successful op 
erating companies, it paid into the Federal Treasury 
only $1,745,220. Some holding companies recorded on 
their own books as income the excess of collections 
over taxes. As a result of this practice, the customers 
of the operating company were denied the lower 
rates to which they were entitled, the investors in 
such companies saw their profits taken out of their 
reach and the Government lost millions in taxes. 

Senator Borah had no easy time securing the adop- 
tion of his amendment. It had only a two-vote ma- 
jority in the Senate’ Finance Committee, and after 
it had passed the Senate, Senator Hastings of Dela- 
ware moved for reconsideration. Although generally 
opposed to filibusters, Borah was prepared to speak 
for hours, and perhaps days. Senator Hastings with- 
drew his motion to reconsider. After the amendment 
had been approved by the Senate, there was grave 
danger that it would be lost in the conference with 
the House committee. At this point, Vice-President 
Garner came to Borah’s aid by speaking in behalf 
of the amendment to former House colleagues. 

The Borah amendment is now a law, and although 
there have been suggestions that it be repealed, it 
probably will remain a law. The abuse which it at- 
tacked should never have been permitted in the first 


place.

Our Changing Language. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WISH to call attention to some pecu- 
| liarities in our radio pronunciations. 
Our language once had such words as 
direct and direction, but now it's die-rect 
and die-rection. Even some of the new 
dictionaries give this falsified pronuncia- 
tion. Let us stick with the old. It 
sounds better and can be said faster. 

Next, we once had the noun AD-dress, 
but now it’s a dress: “Send your name 
and a dress.” Asa verb, of course, the 
accent should be on the second syllable, 
but not as a noun, as authorities have 
taught us long ago. Similarly, DE-tails has 
been changed to de-TAILS, program to 
progr'm, etc. It’s disgusting. I realize 
that we cannot stop languages from 
changing, but we can prevent them from 
decaying. 

I wish to warn also against slurring 
the “r,” as is done in certain sections of 
the East and South. Our President does 
this slightly, and so does a noted orator 
of Royal Oak, Mich. Let us try to keep 
our pronunciation unaffected and beau- 
tiful. Our language is a priceless heri-

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THE SUMNERS PROPOSAL. 

Chairman Sumners of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, a thoughtful legislator, has introduced a 
bill in Congress which would make it possible for 
members of the United States Supreme Court beyond 
the retirement age to retire on their salary as Jus- 
tices, subject to call by the Chief Justice for service 
in the lower Federal courts as needed. Reported fa- 
vorably by his committee, Mr. Sumners’ proposal is 
now before the lower branch of Congress. 

Apparently what the Texas Representative has in 
mind is to prepare a way for Justices who are well 
along in years to be relieved of the arduous duties 
of Supreme Court service without entering a formal 
resignation. Under his plan, while successors to 
Justices thus retired would be appointed by the 
President, the retired Justices would remain active 
members of the Federal judiciary. 

By and large, members of the Supreme Court do 
not resign when they reach the retirement age. They 
prefer to continue on the bench as long as they are 
able. Former Justice Holmes resigned when he 
reached 91, at which age he felt he was no longer 
equal to the responsibilities of the court. The late 
Justice Pitney was virtually incapacitated when he 
resigned in 1922, and died soon .thereafter. Such 
an exception as that of former Justice Clarke, who 
resigned while in the prime of life, only proves the 
rule. 

Members of the Supreme Court fill their important 
posts with full appreciation of the responsibility 
which rests on them. Nothing else could account 
for the fact that while five members of the court— 
Chief Justice Hughes and Justices Brandeis, Van 
Devanter, Sutherland and McReynolds—are beyond 
the retirement age of 70, there is not the slightest in- 
timation that any one of them intends to resign. 
Hence, so far as the present personnel of the court 
is concerned, the inducement which the Sumners 
plan would offer appears highly problematical. 
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A MISSOURI WELFARE BILL. 

A forward-looking proposal is that recently intro- 
duced in the Missouri House providing for a whole- 
sale revision of eleemosyriary and penal administra- 
tion methods. Instead of the present numerous 
boards and commissions, it is proposed to have a 
single State Department of Public Welfare, controlled 
by a board of nine members, serving without pay and 
chosen On a non-political basis. This would admin- 
ister all State eleemosynary, correctional and penal 
institutions, relief activities, pensions for the blind, 
unemployment insurance and old age pensions. Econ- 
omy and co-ordination of efforts would be conse- 
Quences of such a change. The importance of the 
highest possible efficiency in these departments may 
be seen in the fact that about 25 per cent of the 
State’s total income was used last year in these 
fields, and that the amount wil] be higher this year. 

If the taxpayers are to get the results they have 


a right to expect from the dollars spent on public 
welfare, some such reforms as those proposed in 
the pending bill are imperative. It should have the 
early and sympathetic attention of the Legislature. 
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RAISING A PUBLIC HEALTH QUESTION. 

The Medical Policies Committee of the Missouri 
Social Hygiene Association has raised a question 
which merits the close attention of the community. 
Taking the position that the present tax-supported 
clinic in the Municipal Courts Building for the treat- 
ment of syphilis and gonorrhea is failing in its 
purpose, this committee of physicians recommends 
an entirely different attack on this vital public 
health problem. ‘ 

The committee points out, first of all, that under 
the present plan of treatment there is no co-ordina- 
tion of the work of the clinic with hospital facilities 
and access to consultation services, both of which, 
the committee members agree, are essential if vene- 
real infection is to be treated properly. Second, it 
is pointed out that with a staff of six physicians, 
one nurse and three attendants, giving approximately 
60,000 treatments each year, the clinic’s work is in- 
adequate and the city funds thus used are to a large 
extent misapplied. 

Still other objections of the committee are that 
the city engages in an illegal practice when it regu- 
larly takes prostitutes to the clinic for examination 
before trial, the action in Police Court to be deter- 
mined by what the test shows; that the present ar- 
rangement affords medical students and internes no 
opportunity to learn the technique of treating vene- 
real disease at a city institution, and that the loca- 
tion and atmosphere of the clinic, with its uniformed 
policemen, detract from its public health aspect and 
keep many persons from making use of it. 

What the committee recommends is that a venereal 
disease clinic be opened at City Hospital No. 1 for 
indigent white persons and that City Hospital No. 2 
be equipped with a clinic for Negro patients (pend- 
ing completion of this hospital, the present clinic to 
be retained for Negroes, who comprise two-thirds of 
all venereal disease patients). The committee holds 
the sound view that since venereal infection is one of 
the human race’s many diseases, the treatment of it 
is the work of the city’s health and hospital forces 
and not of the Police Department. 

Space does not permit discussion of still other 
recommendations, such as social service facilities for 
investigating the financial status of applicants to 
prevent abuse of the tax-supported clinic by persons 
| economically able to go to clinics maintained at pri- 
'yate hospitals. All in all, the report addresses itself 
| realistically and seriously to a situation that is far 
‘from satisfactory. Now approved by the St. Louis 
| Medical Society, it presents a question that warrants 


careful consideration.

MAKE THEM ALL PERMANENT. 
The subcommittee of the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee has announced that it will recommend the pas- 
sage of Representative Cochran’s bill to make per- 
'manent the temporary Federal judgeship now held by 
Judge Charles B. Davis of St. Louis. This is welcome 
news to the Eastern District of Missouri. We trust 
that the full committee and Congress in turn will 
take the same practical view of the matter and show 
the same disposition to ignore what might be con- 
sidered a minor political consideration. 

Judge Davis, however, does not occupy the only 
‘temporary judgeship. There are some 14 Federal 
Judges in the same category, all holding office under 
a law passed in 1922, when the increase of work in 
the Federal courts appeared temporary. The judicial 
seat of each will vanish with the retirement or death 
of the present occupant. While the Cochran bill is 
before the full committee, it should be expanded to 
embrace all the temporary judgeships, which are scat- 
tered from Massachusetts to California. 

Congress has before it an opportunity to head off 
congestion, not to say an impending impasse, in a 
number of Federal district courts. The popular in- 
| terest requires that the most be made of that op- 
portunity. 
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PRESIDENTIAL PORTRAITS. 

The choice of five Presidents whose portraits are 
to adorn the Treasury’s baby bonds, out this com- 
ing Friday, has been announced. Washington will 
appear on the $25 bond, Jefferson on the $50, Cleve- 
land on the $100, Wilson on the $500 and Lincoln on 
the $1000 bond. We leave it to Henry P. Fietcher, 
chairman of the Republican National Committee, to 
state what is out of joint in that lineup. If he 
passes, admirers of Grant and McKinley, not to men- 
tion those of Garfield and Hayes, will be glad to 
speak up, no doubt.

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THE DEMON RUM RIDES VERMONT. 


Vermont has restored the word rum to her vocab- 
ulary. She is rolling it like a sweet morsel under 
her tongue. As told in the news, the Legislature has 
passed a bill, which the Governor has signed, pro- 
viding for the distillation of maple syrup into liquor. 
The farmers are jubilant. They see, in this legal 
edict, a new industry which will make income tax- 
payers of them all, propelling some of them into the 
higher brackets. The pink-slips will have tales to 
tell. The depression has packed its traps and fled 
the Green Mountains. 

In remote places, whither the sons and daughters 
of Vermont have gone, this New Deal aspect of the 
Old State will be read, perhaps, with a sigh. What 
lovelier form, what finer fate, could the sap of the 
maple dream of, or aspire to, than maple syrup or 
maple sugar? The one a nectar, the other an am- 
brosia which the gourmets of Olympus never knew. 
Maple syrup and buckwheat cakes—what nobler alli- 
ance did high contracting parties ever enter into? 
What other item on the vague menu of juvenilia sur- 
vives the years with the magic and flavor of maple 
sugar? 

Possibly the distiller’s art will achieve miracles to 
delight and exalt. The process, it is explained, is 
similar to the method used in converting cane sugar 
into rum. We are reserving judgment, of course. 
Still, the moral angles aside, the attempt to project 
maple syrup into a rarer incarnation seems to us 
like rouging the red, red rose.

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The Case for Animal Experimentation 


Research with animals has helped curb many dangerous diseases, develop life-saving 
drugs and serums and advance surgery, writer says; stopping this work would be 
calamity both to mankind and animals, Dr. Mayo asserts; if dogs from city pounds 
are no longer available, it is pointed out, pets of citizens will be in danger

OST of the serums, vaccines and anti- 
M toxins used in medicine today and most 

of the powerful drugs which alleviate 
and cure diseases depend on animal experi- 
mentation for their standardization. One by 
one the infectious diseases that attack 
mankind are being brought under control, 
but the causes, the methods of transmis- 
‘sion and the alleviation of infantile paraly- 
sis, epidemic encephalitis and similar con- 
ditions are still unsoived. 

Shall science discontinue at this time the 
methods that have yielded successful re- 
sults in diphtheria, scarlet fever, smallpox, 
yellow fever and meningitis? Shall we con- 
tinue to permit thousands of children to be 
crippled or destroyed by these diseases, that 
the sentimental hankering of some cano- 
philist for his pet should be gratified; or 
shall science go on doing its utmost to 
stamp out these destructive disorders? 

Shall the responsibility of the dog owner 
for his dog be taken from him? Shall he 
be relieved of his duty to keep the free- 
running canine from the streets, or shall 
our cities say to the dog owner: “You per- 
sonally must bear the responsibility for 
your pet. If it is allowed to wander away, 
it thereby comes under the control of city 
officials and may be made available for ex- 
perimentation unless properly claimed’’? 

How many people realize that the howl- 
ing dogs of Damascus, Constantinople and 
other Oriental cities, where canines run 
wild, menace the health and life of the peo- 
ple? 

Vast sums of money are spent and a con- 
stant campaign is waged by executive secre- 
taries employed full-time for the purpose of 
preventing the advancement of science by 
abolishing the use of animals in experimen- 
tation. Let the anti-vivisectionists win but 
one victory in their campaign, which has 


‘persisted since 1875, and no one can tell 


where their insidious drive will end. 
* . * 


Here is a statement by Dr. William J. 
Mayo, one of the great benefactors of man- 
kind and a real humanitarian: 

“I wonder whether the people who are 
conducting the campaign against animal ex- 
perimentation realize just what has taken 
place for the animals themselves, and espe- 
cially for dogs, as the result of the scien- 
tific medical research carried out on dogs. 

“I remember well, in years gone by, see- 
ing many sick dogs slinking about the 
streets. We feared they had hydrophobia, 
or some other disease contagious to man, 
and not rarely found that this was true. 
Goiter was common among them. A usual 
sight in those days was that of scrawny, 
unhealthy looking cattle, with great bunches 
on their necks and open sores on their 
bodies, which we learned were due to an- 
thrax and tuberculosis. 

“Of recent years, the incidence of anthrax, 
tuberculosis and other diseases of animals 
has almost disappeared, a result brought 
about mainly by the application of knowl- 
edge gained from animal experimentation. 
To cite two instances only of the benefits 
of these researches, there are now healthy 
dogs with which the children can play safe- 
ly, an@ fine healthy herds of cattle, which 
supply good nourishing milk. 

“We all love dogs and other animal pets, 
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as the children do, and the clinic is expend- 
ing a large sum of money every year for 
a veterinary department for the care of 
these animals, just as we maintain a staff 
to care for our human patients. 

“To remove dogs and other animals from 
the purposes of experimental medicine 
would be a calamity not only to mankind 
but to the lower animals themselves.” 

From the Johns Hopkins Hospital, Dr. 
Dean Lewis, surgeon-in-chief, submits this 
statement: 

“Animal experimentation is necessary if 
surgery is to advance. Intestinal suturing, 
upon the efficiency of which gastric and in- 
testinal surgery depends, had to be per- 
fected before it was applied to man. Prdéb- 
ably in no field has experimental work 
done more to make surgery effective. 

“The surgery used to correct disabilities, 
such as nerve, tendon and blood vessel sur- 
gery, was first proved by the experimental 
method. Bone transplantation is a striking 
example. The methods which have been de- 
vised make possible a high percentage of re- 
sults in which amputations were formerly 
performed, or heavy disabling fixation ap- 
paratus used. The transplantation of gland 
tissue, after growth on culture media, is a 
method now being proved by animal experi- 
mentation, without which surgery cannot 
make progress.” 
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The anti-vivisectionists who would force 
schools to buy dogs from peddlers and deal- 
ers make no real inquiry into the manner 
by which dealers of various types secure 
dogs for sale to laboratories when the price 
is sufficiently high. Do they not know that 
a city pound is a far safer refuge for the 
pet of the citizen than a community in 
which a price is paid for any dog that any 
boy or man may care to seize and sell to a 
purveyor of animals for experimental] pur- 
poses? 

The time has come when physicians, bio- 
logists, physiologists, scientists and citizens 
generally should cease to be on the de- 
fensive in this problem. The time has come 
when political leaders, statesmen and other 
representatives of the people must declare 
themselves firmly in favor of animal] experi- 
mentation for the benefit of mankind and 
see to it that the medical profession, the 
great industries, the great institutions of 
learning need not be put to the expense year 
after year of defending this cause against 
the unreasoning and fantastic exploiters of 
human sentiment, 

The majority of those who have given 
greatly of their money and of their time to 
opposing animal experimentation are follow- 
ers of those pursuits which live by emotion 
rather than by reason. It is no doubt this 
fact in itself which makes them so violent 
in the promotion of their cause. When a 
child lies strangling from diphtheria, his- 
trionics and emotionalism are hazardous. 
Then we need the cool deliberation of the 
scientist who injects the life-saving dose 
of antitoxin. 

Anti-vivisection legislation is presented 
year after year in many states. Should it 
pass in any state, the catastrophe for the 
advancement of science, and particularly of 
medical science, in that state would be im- 
measurable,

in major league baseball. 

Ruth entered the American 
League in 1915 as a pitcher . 
with the Boston Red Sox, which 
club is reported to have pur- 
chased him from Jack Dunn, 
manager of the Baltimore club, 
for $2900. Dunn had adopted 
Ruth, who was a player at St. 
Mary’s Industrial School. 

In 1919, as pitcher, first 
baseman and outfielder with 
the Red Sox, Babe hit 29 home 
runs, an unequaled record in 
the majors, and the beginning 
of his great batting career in 
the American League. 

In 1920 he was sold to the 
Yankees by the Red Sox at the 
reported price of $125,000. 

He hit 54 home runs jin 1921 
and broke his own record the 
next vear with 59 four-base 
hits. In 1927 he again set a 
new home run record, getting 
60. 

Passed 700 mark in home 
runs in 1934, getting only 22 
for season, but bringing his 
total for championship and 
world series to 723.

Back to Old Stuff. 


OXING, having made an ap- 
parent failure of its attempt 
to render decisions, the obvious 
thought ut this time is: “Why not 
go back to no-decision contests?” 
Under that system judges 
couldn’t miscount their score 
cards, referees couldn’t pick the 
wrong man to break a tie of the 
judges, and the commissioner 
couldn’t undo the work of both 
judges and referee. 


Under no-decision conditions 
fans would be at liberty to make 
their own decisions and would 
then have nobody to complain 
against them but themselves. The 
boos which follow every official 
ruling, right or wrong, would be 
eliminated. And if a fighter want- 
ed to be sure that there was no 
mistake about his superiority, it 
would be up to him to knock out 
his opponent. 

As things stand now, the no-de- 
cision bout, at which we once 
launched heated attacks; seems 
the best way out of the boxing 
impasse. Between judges that 
can’t keep score, referees that 
have to keep their mind and eye 
on the commissioner, and commis- 
sioners who are listening to find 
out which shade of popular ap- 
plause to favor, there is no hope 
for the present system of decid- 
ing professional contests. 

And why this should be, we 
don’t know. For in amateur box- 
ing they seem to avoid such com- 
plications. And this is true even 
though amateurs Know no such 
thing as a draw—a decision one 
way or the other MUST be ren- 
dered.

A “Peanut” Policy. 


NE otf the queerest complex- 

ities of the Missouri Boxing 
Commission regulations developed 
last week when, according to dis- 
patches from Jefferson City, Act- 
ing Chairman Garrett Smalley of 
Kansas City announced that in 
future the State would insist on 
collecting a tax of 5 per cent of 
the concession sales at all boxing 
contests. Otherwise he “would 
close the show.” 


What the State Boxing Commis- 
sion has to do with the sale of 
soda pop, peanuts and candy by 
the owners of the building, who 
all too frequentiy have nothing 
to do with the promotion of box- 
ing, is not obvious. 

This seems to be entirely in the 
province of those who issue vend- 
ing licenses for commodity sales. 
Neither Mr. Smalley, nor the en- 
tire boxing commission en banc, 
could stop a promoter from going 
ahead with a boxing program for 
which he had received a- permit, 
whether he sold peanuts or not. 

The petty hostility which the 
Missouri commission, under its 
present regime, has steadfastly 
shown toward boxing in St. Louis 
is once more manifest. It’s about 
time that St. Louis found some 
means to shake off the shackles 
of Kansas City in sport—and per- 
haps in other respects.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—A fur- 

ther upturn in industrial produc- 

tion, which brought the volume .n 


January to 90 per cent of the 1923 
1925 average, was reported last 


night by the Federal Reserve 
Board in its monthly summary of 
business conditions. 


The increase, 4 per cent, brougnt 
the production index to a new 
high. Production in December was 
86 per cent of the figure consid- 
ered normal. 

Reversing their usual seasonal 
trends, factory employment and 
payrolls also rose during the month. 
At automobile factories the volume 
of employment was said to have 
increased by a “large amount” and 
there were substantial increases at 
steel mills, foundries and woolen 
mills. The activity in the steel 
and the automobile industries went 
upward rapidly during the month, 
the report said, and apparently i¢- 
counted for most of the 4 per cent. 

Helped by Textile Mills. 

The leaders, however, were help2d 
by a considerable growth in cotton 
and woolen textile mill activity. 
Production of crude petroleum also 
increased in January, as well as 
during the first half of February. 
The output of lumber showed a 
gain, but it was. still at a lov 
level. 

Not all the summary presented 
gains. The meat packing industry's 
output declined and employment in 
the industry continued to slip, rest- 
ing at about the same level as on 
January a year ago. Among the

| Hands Caused 
By Animals 


Tularemia, Spirotrichosis, 
Anthrax Among Those 
From That Source.

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE usual infection of the hand, 
T tc which it is specially subject, 

as described yesterday, is an 
acute affair. Following injury and 
a cut in the skin, almost invariably 
it blazes up, and within a few days 
after the injury the hand is in a 
swollen, serious condition. 

There are, however, a number of 
chronic infections of the hand in 
which the process is less mulminat- 
ing. 

One of these is the peculiar dis- 
ease, recently discovered, called 
“tularemia.” It is an occupational 
and seasonal disease, occurring 
usually in the fall among hunters 
and butchers who dress_ rabbit, 
quail, squirrel and other wild,ani- 
mals for market. 

Hands which have handled these 
infected animals will develop a 
small ulcer, usually on the index 
finger, and in the course of time 
the lymphatic nodes in the arm 
swell up. The germ has been iso- 
lated and is found widely in the 
bodies of wild animals. In man it 
| is seldom fatal. It can be prevented 
by using rubber gloves while dress- 
ing the animals. 

Another infection of the hand 
which also may come from animals 
is called “sporotrichosis.” It resem- 
bles tularemia a good deal in that 
an ulcer will appear on a finger 
and then abscesses form along the 
arm. The abscesses are more su- 
perficial and more numerous, how- 
ever, than in tularemia. 

Sporotrichosis is caused by a sort
